PALESTINE RESOLUTION - 

AT WEO MEETING. EGYPTIAN AMB MEGUID APPEALED FOR SUPPORT. 
RATHER THAN ABSTENTIONS, FOR PALESTINE RES. HE SAID IT WAS 
TOO MUCH AT THIS TIME TO EXPECT PLO TO ACCEPT SPECIFIC MENTION 
OF SC RESES 242 AND 338 OR OF ISRAEL'S RIGHT TO NATIONAL 
EXISTENCE, AND HE ARGUED PLO'S PRESENCE IN UN WOULD TEND 
TO MAKE IT LESS MILITANT AND MORE INCLINED TO INTERNATIONAL 
ACCOMMODATION. (EGYPTIANS HAD EARLIER SAID THEY AND SYRIANS 
WERE TRYING TO PERSUADE PLO TO ACCEPT MODERATING LANGUAGE 
IN ORDER TO ATTRACT EUROPEAN VOTES. BY ADDING REFERENCE 
TO 242 AND 338.) IRISH REP ASKED WHY RESES 242 AND 338 
COULD NOT BE SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED IN RES SINCE IT WAS 
PRESUMABLY BEING SPONSORED BY EGYPT AND OTHER ARAB STATES 
WHO ACCEPTED THOSE RESES, AND HE ASKED IF PLO WAS DICTATING 
TEXT OF RES. MEGUID REPLIED AGAIN THAT PLO COULD NOT BE EXPECTED 
TO ACCEPT SPECIFIC MENTION AND THAT THOSE RESES NOT PRECISELY 
RELEVANT TO PRESENT DEBATE ON RIGHT OF PALESTINIANS TO THEIR 
OWN HOMELAND. 

ISRAELI REP TEKOAH MADE EFFECTIVE, GENERALLY LOW-KEY 
APPEAL TO WEO'S TO OPPOSE ARAB/PLO RESES. HE CALLED PLO 
OBSERVER DRAFT CONTRARY TO UN CHARTER AND PRACTICE, AND 
DESCRIBED BASIC PALESTINE DRAFT AS TOTALLY ONE-SIDED 
AND PROMOTING PLO INTERESTS IN EVERY PARA. THOUGH COUCHED 
IN "CIVILIZED" TERMS, READ IN CONTEXT, RES MADE CLEAR THAT 
PLO'S OBJECTIVE CONTINUED TO BE ANNIHILATION OF ISRAEL. 

HE WARNED THAT NO AMENDMENTS COULD MODIFY ITS FUNDAMENTALLY 
SINISTER NATURE. STATING DRAFT RES MARKED DECISIVE TURNING 
POINT. HE SAID IF THERE WAS ENOUGH INFLUENTIAL OPPOSITION 
SECY KISSINGER "MIGHT STILL BE ABLE TO PICK UP BROKEN 
PIECES" OF SEARCH FOR ME PEACE. OUTLINING SCENARIO ISRAEL 
FORESAW IF PLO WERE TO ESTABLISH PALESTINIAN NATIONAL ENTITY, 
TEKOAH SAID JORDAN WOULD SURVIVE ONLY FEW MONTHS BEFORE IT 
TURNED INTO PLO/SOVIET BASE, FEISAL WOULD FALL, AND EUROPEANS 
WOULD FIND THEMSELVES NEGOTIATING WITH POLITBURO FOR OIL. 
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AT SAME TIME EFFORTS TO BALANCE DRAFT RES WERE UNDERWAY, 
THERE WERE SIGNS THAT SOVIETS AND EE’S WERE TRYING TO STIFFEN 
PLO AGAINST MODERATING LANGUAGE AND SOME WESTERN EUROPEANS 
PROFESSED TO SEE THIS AS EVIDENCE THAT SOVIETS DESIRE TOTAL 
SPLIT BETWEEN COMMUNISTS. NON-ALIGNED AND ARABS ON ONE HAND.

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REACTIONS TO US STATEMENT ON PALESTINE - 

INITIAL REACTION TO AMB SCALI'S STATEMENT IN PALESTINE 
DEBATE NOV. 21 WAS FAVORABLE EXCEPT AMONG ARAB DELS, WHO 
WERE IN MAIN NON-COMMITTAL. ISRAELI AMB TEKOAH, EXPRESSING 
HIS THANKS. TERMED IT "FORCEFUL, CONSTRUCTIVE AND VERY. 

VERY IMPRESSIVE.” INITIAL EUROPEAN REACTION WAS QUITE POSITIVE. 
SOME JUNIOR ARAB DIPLOMATS THOUGHT IT WAS TOUGH AND PRO- 
ISRAEL. PLO REACTION WAS PREDICTABLY COOL. PLO SPOKESMAN
